Children's Aid Society 

Mrs. Fletcher W. Stites, of Nar- 
berth, and Mr. J. Bruce Byall, of Bryn 
Mawr Avenue, Penn Valley, were re- 
elected to the Board of the Montgom- 
ery County Children's Aid Society at 
the annual meeting of the society held 
on Monday at Norristown. 

In the year's report, which will be 
published shortly, the County Secre- 
tary outlined the services rendered by 
the society in 1930. The one hundred 
and forty-nine new applications that 
were received this year involved the 
welfare of 359 children. In some cases 
advice only was given, or applications 
were referred to proper family agen- 
cies. The Children's Aid Society tries 
first of all to keep homes together, and 
children are only removed as a last 
resort. 

Thirty-six children were received 
for care in 1930, while 37 were dis- 
charged to relatives or themselves. 
Two entered Pennhurst State Institu- 
tion for the Feebleminded at Spring 
City.

Prompt Action of Nine- Year-Old Boy Saves 
Little Girl From Drowning in Lakeview Pond 



The prompt and brave action of a 
young boy saved a little girl from 
death by drowning in Narberth last 
Friday afternoon. 

The scene of the near tragedy was 
the pond in front of the Lakeview 
Apartments at Windsor and Wynne- 
wood Avenues. The little girl, Betty 
Jane Anderson, seven-year-old daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Fred C. Ander- 
son, of 95 Windsor Avenue, was play- 
ing around the pond about four o'clock 
when the ice gave way, plunging her 
into several feet of water. 

She had gone down twice when 
Jack Borden, aged nine, saw her pre- 
dicament, and went to her rescue. 
Though clad in a heavy coat Jack 
plunged into the icy water and man- 
aged to drag Betty ashore. 

Both of the youngsters were well 
chilled by the experience and while 
Jack's mother, Mrs. John A. Borden, 
of 15 Windsor Avenue, was looking 
after him, another neighbor, Mrs. 
Henry A. Smith, of 21 Windsor Ave- 
nue, took charge of Betty, putting her 
to bed and getting her electric warm- 
ing pads and hot drinks. 

Fortunately neither of them suffered 
any ill effects from the accident and 
both returned to school on Monday. 
Jack is a pupil at St. Margaret's 
School, and Betty is a second grade 
pupil in the Narberth Public School.

This Freiburg version of "The Pas- 
sion Play" was first acted in 1264, 
when the liturgical mysteries were 
common everywhere on the continent. 
Through various interesting transfor- 
mations it has developed into the full 
story of Christ's entrance into Jeru- 
salem, the expulsion of the money 
changers from the temple, the Last 
Supper, His betrayal, the faltering 
judgment of Pilate, the grim march 
to the hill, the rude gaming of the 
ruffians at the cross, the claiming of 
the body, the resurrection and the 
ascension. Such mystery plays the 
monks of old acted in the cathedrals 
to teach the laity, and in the course of 
time the plays came out of the cathe- 
drals to the squares, where the village 
craftsmen acted them. At Freiburg, at 
Oberammergau, for that matter, and in 
other places they are still kept in ex- 
istence, chiefly for out-of-doors play- 
ing. 

So they come down to us burdened 
with the long historv of the common 
people — relics of common aspiration; 
they are bursting with humanity. Since 
1760 the Freiburg "Passion Play" has 
been not only a tradition of that Black 
Forest town, but of the Fassnacht fam- 
ily, one of whom now plays the Christ, 
another Judas, and four others play 
minor parts. Every three years they 
perform it in Freiburg. Since August 
the company has been mounting the 
"Passion Play" throughout the Middle 
West, augmenting the Freiburg troupe 
everywhere with great bodies of the 
local people, and training the local 
choirs. 
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To the Editor of "Our Town": 

I do not say that card playing and 
dancing are wrong — it would be ab- 
surd for anyone to say that they were. 
This does not alter the fact, how- 
ever, that they appear to be pretty 
empty things to be doing on the night 
of the day on which Christ was born. 
The spectacle of two hundred people 
away from their homes on a Christinas 
night in a public hall would not ap- 
pear to be possible in a Christian com- 
munity like Narberth.

Suggested Remedies 

This week we turn over our editorial columns tor a further discus- 
sion of a subject we introduced here recently — the inefficient system of 
impaneling jurors in the county courts. The letter is from Mrs. Conyers 
Read, of Villanova, vice chairman of the Pennsylvania League of Women 
Voters, and the material following suggests remedies for the situation. 
To the Editor: 

Your editorial of December 12, "the citizen and the law's de- 
lay," gave very proper publicity to a situation that is much more than 
an annoyance to those called upon for jury service. As your title 
suggests it is a situation which has definite bearing upon the expe- 
diting and the administration of justice within the courts. 

The unbusinesslike methods prevailing under the present court 
system arc making it, as every judge knows, increasingly difficult 
to get the best type of citizen, man or woman, willingly to accept 
jury service. And without the best type of men and women on 
juries what are we to hope for the administration of justice? Judge 
Ambler Williams, of Montgomery County, lias likened jury service 
in importance to military service in time of war, conceiving it to be 
one of the major responsibilities of citizenship. 

You have done well, therefore, to ask if anything can be done 
to correct an evil which is an affront to the intelligence and sense of 
efficiency of the well-meaning citizen, and which cannot fail to have 
far-reaching and inevitable results of a far more serious character. 

In the State of New York some very interesting reforms have 
been brought about in court procedure, through the influence of 
laymen and I am glad to pass the word along, thinking that such 
accomplishment may prove an inspiration in Pennsylvania. 

The data is from an address by Harold R. Medina made in the 
recent Institute of Law held by the Pennsylvania League of 
Women Voters, co-operating with the University of Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Medina is a distinguished lawyer in New York City and profes- 
sor of law at Columbia Universitv. Edith C. Read.

j "Recently in New York City a body of laymen made a complaint 

I about the wasteful methods of impaneling jurors. It was found that 
I men would be taken from their occupations and impaneled in the various 
trial courtrooms where they were compelled to waste two or three weeks 
mostly sitting around. Only a very short part of the time, say two or 
three days out of the two or three weeks, were they actually sitting on the 
trial of a case. 

"The recommendation was made that the jurors be all pooled into 
a certain central room, that they be taken only as actually needed, that 
only a sufficient number to take care of new cases be held and that the 
balance be excused until the following day. 

"To the amazement of judges and lawyers who had apparently never 
considered such a change in method, it was found that the new system 
worked perfectly and that it saved a very great amount. of time for the 
business men called as jurors. 

"Another experiment which, as I am informed, was also the result 
of suggestions by laymen is the method in which trials are run in Cleve- 
land. 

"We are all familiar with the customary way in which trial calendars 
are called. For instance, in the New York Supreme Court in New 
York City, a judge sitting at one of the trial terms will have anywhere 
from seventy-five to one hundred and fifty cases on his calendar. At ten 
o'clock the lawyers, witnesses and parties in all these cases are supposed 
to be on hand and the cases are called to be sent put to a Part, as we 
lawyers call it, for actual trial. 

"The result is that this enormous crowd of people sit around for an 
hour or two, then some of them are excused for the day, others are kept 
sitting around all day long and in most cases made to come back the next 
day and then again and again. 

"The system in vogue in Cleveland is such that a man is placed in 
charge of the calendar. It is his duty to call up the lawyers on the tele- 
phone when their case is about to be reached. They in turn communicate 
with their parties and witnesses and they arrive in court just in time to

My Dear Mr. Editor: 

Has it occurred to you that while 
all kinds of stocks and bonds, etc., 
have sunk in value, in some instances 
nearly seventy per cent, of the 1927 
values, yet according to our Lower 
Merion and Narberth assessors our 
taxable wealth measured in real estate 
values has not slipped but in certain 
instances has advanced in taxable 
value. 

Of course, when you go to sell real 
i estate in our locality it doesn't seem 
to have any value, and the few sales 
show — when made — a shringage of 
forty to fifty per cent, of 1927 values. 
I note that there arc about seven prop- 
erties in the Borough of Narberth — 
in addition to many along the Main 
Line — advertised by the Sheriff of 
Montgomery County for sale during 
January. One belongs to a resident 
of twenty-five years' standing — a Nar- 
berth taxpayer. These sales have been 
going on for about three years, caus- 
ing great misery and disappointment 
to many of our people — for, as you 
know, a sheriff's sale is a tragedy — 
death alone in one's family is worse. 

Most of us are hooked on the big 
assessments for the next three years — 
if we can hold out that long— and if 
we can't, who cares anyhow?

Another who had 
eaten a delicious pie of cranberries and 
which was called "Mock Cherry Pie, 
would like a recipe for this delicious 
dessert. 

In the recipes printed last week and 
which were submitted by Mrs. R. (j.

Ice Box Cookies 

1 lb. butter. 

1 cup of brown sugar. 

1 cup of granulated sugar. 
}/. lb. chopped nuts (when chopping 
use medium knife). 

5 cups of flour. 

I level teaspoon of soda. 
Cream the butter and sugar, add the 
,1our and soda, sifted together, and add 
the nuts. When well mixed, make in 
long rolls the circumference of cook- 
ies Put in an ice box for twenty-four 
hours. Remove and slice thinly and 
bake in very moderate oven until l'gbt 

brown. . . 

These are very delicious cookies and 
are not expensive as you will have at 
least thirty dozen cookies. When 
packing them or putting them away be 
careful in handling or they will break- 
as they are very brittle. 

Devil's Food Cake 
y 2 cup of grated Baker's chocolate. 

1 egg yoke. 
> 2 cup of milk. 

Beat egg volk well and add choco- 
late and milk. Boil together in a 
double boiler until a smooth custard 
is formed. Put this mixture aside and 
proceed as follows:
